FROZEN TO DEATH, 


The Sad Fate of a Lad Only Thirteen Years 
Old. 


At six o’clock this morning a man crossing 
the vacant lots at Pestalozziand Lynch streets, 
on his way tochurch, found the frozen body 
of a boy thirteen years of age. Persons liv- 


ing in the vicinity identified it as that of Ed- 
ward Wiggenhorn, whose home was No. 2830 
Gravois road. The corpse was taken tothe above 
number. About noon yesterday the boy was 
sent out on the prairie to look tor some cows. 
At nightfall he did not return, and search was 
instituted, but no clue could be found to his 
whereabouts. This morning the body was 
returned to the parents, who could not ac- 
count for their son’s absence. The Coroner 
was notified, and will hoid an inquest on 


the remains. No abrasion or  con- 
tusions were discovered on the body, and 
itis supposed thatthe boy was seized h an 


epileptic fit while outon the lots, and waile 
recovering from ittellinto a deep sleep, re- 
sulting from the fit. Before he recovered he 
was benumbed with the cold blasts that swe 
over the open lots, and died alone during 


night.

How the Day is Celebrated in the 
Churches and Around the City, 


This is Thanksgiving Day. Places of busi- 
ness are closed, the doors of public buildings 
are barred and everything and everybody has 
a prayerful and Sabbath-looxing aspect. The 
day is celebrated the whole country over, 
avd has been a national holiday since 


1862, The observance of its existence 
began with the first thanks offered 


to the Almighty by the Pilgrim Fathers from 
Iymouth Rock, and has prevailed in the 
Northern section of the continent ever since. 


The President of the United States proclaims 
the day—usually the last Thursday in Novem- 
ber—and the Governors of States reiterate the 
proclamation with a few addenda of theirown. 
There are always sufficient reasons for giving 
thanks. The country is generally better off in 
many respects attheend of the yearthanit 
was at the beginning; some _indi- 
viduals and many families tind 
their circumstances improved, aiid even the 
poor find justification tor joiningina grateful 
rendition of thanks for favors of the past and 
hope$ they have of the brightness and full- 
ness Of the future. The greatest of all Ameri- 
can thanksgiversisthe man who sits down to 
a first-class dinner, with roast turkey and 
cranberry sauce for its principal ingredients. 
The turkey is indeed inseparablv associated 
with the celebration and is as necessary to 
the occasion as the bald eagleis to the national 
emblem. 

At the hotel tables, in the restaurants and in 
fainily dining-rooms the bird of Thankszgiv- 
ing is decorating platters with its usual grace 
aud savoriness, and the whole widejworld be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific oceans is 
smacking its lips over the flavored and fas- 
cinating feast. Eventhetrainp in the street, 
with his head ani hands half hidden in his 
rags, feels a little elated over the day and 
‘*stiikes’’ citizens for a nickel ora dime with 
more than his customary sang froid. 

‘*Say, Boss,’’ said one ofthem to a PosrT- 
DISPATCH reporter to-day, ‘‘can’t you gimme 
a nickel or a dime to get sumthin’ to eat?’’ 

‘*Have vou got a bill of fare about you?’’ 

‘*No. ut it I had ten centsI could go down 
to Waffie’s boozing-ken and strike a fine tur- 
key lay-out.’’ 

Turkey and thanks are the prominent fea- 


tures of the day—probably more turkev 
than thanks in some quarters and 
more thanks’ than turkey in others, 


as the Provident Association and St. Vincent 
De Paul Society can tully testify. The read- 
er can be his own artist for the moment and 
draw a mental picture of a Thanksgiving din- 
nerinthe top story of the Ashiey tenement 
building, with cold, hungerj and the most ob- 
trusive kind of poverty as the principal ac- 
cessories, and after looking for awhile at this 
drawing turn his attention to another picture, 
a Tnanksgiving dinner in a Lucas Place 
mansion with peace, plenty and happiness 
asthe egreeable detuail-, these two pictures 
furnishing the strong contrasts of the day. 
Between then there ure phases almost equally 
interesting and instructive. 

The Post DISPATCH does not desire to present 
the dark side of the festival anv further than is 


necessary. In what follows the bright side of 
the occasion is shown.

WHAT WE EAT TO-DAY. 

Washingto. ’s proclamation in 1739 for a gen- 
oral thanksgiving had a very appreciabie effect 
on the game market of that day,and ever since 
turkey and tbanksgiving have been closely 
connected in the American mind. To-day 
200,000 pounds of turkey, representing 21,000 
gobblers alone, was consumed in this city as a 
yart of the programwme of thanks conceived by 
the heads of families and hotel- keepers. Forty- 
eight hours ago this aspect of the day looked 
gloomy, considering tne condition of the 
rivers and the railroads. At the last hour 
whole carloads of game and poultry rolled 
into the city and the supply. esa — 

st tear and far beyond tneexpectations 
yy torn ag Capt. W. W. Judy, the Union 
Market game-man, who has shipping corre- 
spondents as far off as the Indian Territors ° 
telegraphed the condition of the rivers 
and railroads and advised» all to ship as 
much as possible. The commi-:sion merch ants 
pursued the same course, and atthe last inina- 
ute an abundant supply reacned the market. 
From Capt. Judy some interesting statistics 
were obtained to day. During the past forty : 
eight hours 360,000 yy nds, or 45,20 individual 
turkeys, arrived in St. Louis; of these 169,000 
pounds were shipped to Eastern markets. 


‘‘We are now receiving the last 
flight of ducks; tneir feeding places 
are frozen, and the last to g0 south 


>brovgbt down and sent to this market. 
Sa thousand ducks were shipped here 
since Monday, and about 18,000 consumed in 
this city. Ten thousand dozen quail, or 120,000 
birds, arrived and were v-e4 here. An item of 
great importance is the rabbit supply, which is 
the Thanksgiving dinner tor the poor. One 
huncred and twenty-five thousand rabbits wii) 
be consumed in St. Louisto-day. The Thanks- 
giving prices are as follows: Turkey, l2i¢c per 
pound, duck 50c a pair, quail $250 per doz. , 
and rabbits 20c eacn or two for 45 cents.’’ The 
vame supply this year is of a better 
quality than it was last, but the dressed poul- 
try is not so good, as the short corn crops cut 
off the feeding. Capt. Judy estimates that for 
Thankseiving time St. Louisans will consume 
96,200 pounds of turkey, 18.000 ducks, 120,000 
quails and 120,000 rabbits, total valued at

Rattlesnake Poison. 
From the New York Star. 

The resuits of the experiments of Dr. 
Lacerdo Filho onthe poison of the rattle- 
snake are: First, tne poison acts upon the 
biocd by Cestroying the red corpuscles, and 
by changing the physical and chemical 
quality of the plasma. second,the poison 
contains some mobile bodies, similar te the 
micrococcus of putrefaction. Third, the 
blood of an animal killed by a snake’s bite, 
When inoculated to another animal of the 
saine size and species, causes the death of the 
latier within aiew hours, under the same 
siniptoms and the same changes of the blood. 
Fourth, the poison can be dried and pre- 
served’ for along time without losing its 
specific quality. Fifth, aicohol is the besi 
antidote ior the poison yet known.

The Circuit Court 
of the United States this week is- 
sued a decree perpetually enjoining him 
from collecting his fraudulent judgments and 
directing him to pay all accrued costs. This 
effectually puts an end to the wild WAGNER. 
He appears to be a pushing, energetic, live 
man, and if he would only come out West and 
form a partnership with some active attor- 
ney with a taste for litigation, he might be 
able to bring his peculiar talents into play 
and pick up a cheerful living. 
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GUITEAU’s behavior in court yesterday 
must convince every intelligent person that 
be isa man of unsound mind. Ifthereis a 
suspicion that he is insane it is questionable 
whether the court has aright totry him. If 
a fpost-mortem examination were held it 
would be found, no doubt, that there is a cran- 
ial pressure on his brain and that the gray 
matter is diluted with benzoic acid. We are 
in favor of anearly post-mortem as the only 
means of settling the question of the prison- 
er’s responsibility. In England, in 1812, a 
prototype of GUITEAU, named BILLINGHAM, 
was tried for the murder of SPENCER 
PERCIVAL, the Prime Minister. The trial 
commenced a few days after the crime, and 
the defense was insanity, of course. The 
prisoner, who took an eager part in the pro- 
ceedings, delivered a short, sensible speech, 
complaining that the trial had been hurried 
on with indecorous speed, and that the doc- 
uments he relied on for bis defense had been 
taken from him. The speech was fatal to its 
utterery and although his counsel, Mr. 
ALLEY, brought forward aflidavit after affi- 
davitto show that BELLINGHAM was mad, 
the jury answered in the aftirmative GAR- 
rows’ (the Crown Prosecutor) oft-repeated 
question, **‘Was the prisoner at the bar, at 
the time he committed this crime, capable of 
distinguishing between right and wrong?’’ 
Tbat is precisely the point in GUITEAU’s 
ease. Thefellowis evidently a zany, a fa- 
natic, hovering close to the border-line of 
lunacy, but he never saw a dav in his worth- 
less life when he did not Know right from 
wrong.

Perhaps not since the great Mississipp' 
bubble, certainly never in the West, have al: 
classes of society been so erazed on the sub- 
ject of speculation as during the last six 
mont's. More grain has been bought and 
sold than we tan raise in the next ten years. 
and while some individuals have made money 
the old rule still holds good, and ‘‘outsiders’

The 
geoeral public is little aware how many in- 
dividuals, laboring under the impression of 
superior information or an inspiration 0° 
prophecy, have been buying a few; hundred 
ounces of the snowy drug within the last half 
year, contidentthatit must soon realize a 
handsome margin—and still they wait. One 
of the laryest drug dealers in this city spent 
the whole of last summer shipping German 
quinice, at $260 per ounce, to his store 
here, and it is safé to say hundreds of doctors, 
drugyists and their friends who were poste: 
througbout the usual ague-shaken district 

ofthe West invested in the drug at these 
figures. Itis now $1‘) per ounce—an un- 
heard cf price—and the market is brimfull, 
with little hope at present for an advance. 
For two consecutive years there bave been no 
epidemic or endemic fevers in the States, 


and but few sporadic cases, thus re- 
ducing the deman:! below tbat of any 
known like period. MORRISON’S © bil 


adding quinine to the free list let in the for- 
eign quinines, notably the German, now sell- 
ing at $180 per ounce, and while this 1s no 
quite so popularasour own manufacture ii 
selis much more readily than formerly. Ou: 
own manufacturers would gladly pay «a bali 
million or so to have the duty reimposed on 
the drug, but as that is impossible they wil! 
struggle this winter for the nexi most profit- 
able arrangement, i. ¢., the free admission o! 
the cinchona barks, which now pay a ten per 
cent duty. Our hundred million dollars 
of surplus revenue, unless a portion be 
directed into the current of the Mis- 
Sissippi, is at an early day to be a lever for 
the reduction of duties generally, both inter- 
nal and custems, and at any rate the proba- 
bilities are strongly in favor of a reduction on 
Spirits; and as alcohol enters largely into the 
manufacture of quinine, its production wil! 
thereby be still further cheapened. A new 
and for the present ample supply of cinchona 
barks is now imported from India, and while 
in general appearance they are inferior to 
the Peruvian bark, they are richer in 
quinine and cheaper. The inevitable couciu- 
sion seems to be that the price of this creat 
staple drug has not yet touched bottom and 
that before spring a still further reduction 
may be expected.

Captain Paul Boyton’s Last Trip of 
3,580 Miles. 


His Trip Down the Yellowstone 
and Missouri. 


Interesting Interview With the Celebrat- 
ed Swimmer—His Career. 


‘*‘When do you taketo the water again?’’ 
asked a reporter of, Capt. Paul Boyton this 
morning. , It may be premised that Boyton 
bas been remaining quiet since his landing Sun- 
day, spending most of his time on board the 
little steamer which has been lying at the foot 
of Washington avenue. 

‘‘Now, don’t you talk to me about water,’’ 
wastheanswer. ‘‘I have had enough ofit, 
and I am through with it.’’ 

‘‘What! nomore floating and rubber suits, 
and ali that kind of thing’’’ 

‘‘No,’’ said the Captain, ‘‘I am satisfied 
with whatI have done. No more long jour- 
ney for mé.’’ . 

‘‘How did you enjoy thetrip you bave just 
finished ?’’ 

‘It wasthe roughest and most miserable in 
all my experience. I thought whenI ran down 
the Tagus,fin Spain, that I had a pretty hard 
time, but my journey downthe Yellowstone 
and the Upper Missouri beats it all hollow 
as a way of doing penance. Why, I 
have lost over forty pounds and I have 
been sick nea) ly all the time since I landed.’’ 

‘*How long did this trip take vou?’’ 

‘*‘Just sixty-four days. Istarted from the 
head of CedarCreek, in Montana, down the 
Yellowstone and the Missouri.

Capt. Royton is an American and was born at 
Pitt-burg, Pa. He is ot lish descent, and his 
older brother, M. J’. Boyton, was one of the 
first Land Leaguers lately imprisoned in LIre- 
land.

Among other things, 
he has been a soldier and served under four 
flags. 

During the Jast year of the war he served fin 
the United States Navy. Under Pedro Mar- 
tinez, he took part in the war growing out ot

He Was a Franc-Tircur durinzg the 
Franco-Prussian wur. Hiis last war ex-

cedes, after an exhibition given in the Caso di 
Campo. Thethirdisthe cross of St. Maurice 
and St. Martial, which the§ Captain received 
from Marshal MacMahon at Montarges, atcer 
one of his exhibitions. 

He says that most of these decorations were 
bestowed upon him in kurope,as his invention 
was looked upon as agreat Means ot saving 
life. Although he was a member of the Life- 
Saving Service in America for several years 
and rescued seventy-one persons, he never has 
received a public recognition in his own 
country.
